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Sunday,  Koiaiter  ?L,  1963,  itoot  9i30  Of,  Capt.  Frit*  directed  Bet*.  J.  8. 
Lea  valla,  L.  0.  Qravea  and  my»lf  to  go  to  the  fifth  floor  Jail  and  bring  Leo 
Harvey  Oswald  to  hi  a office.  Ka  brought  Oswald  to  Captain  Frits'  a office, 
where  ha  was  Interrogated  by  Capt.  Frits,  Mr.  Roll/  of  the  Secret  Service, 

Hr.  Sorrel*  of  the  Secret  Service,  end  *r.  Holme*  of  the  hostel  department, 
they  talked  to  Oswald  until  about  lit  10  M.  Chief  Curry  came  into  Capt. 

Frits' a office  when  the  interrogation  wea  going  an.  At  tho  and  of  the  ln- 
temgatlon,  Capt.  Frits  gave  t»a  the  keye  to  hla  ear,  and  told  me  to  park 
It  along  the  door  frorr  the  Jell  office  in  the  beeewnt.  I went  to  the  beee- 
vent  end  unlocked  r.ept.  mti'i  ear  end  rrooeeded  to  drive  the  car  into  the 
driveway.  There  wee  a plain  black  police  car  in  front  of  aa,  and  the  officer# 
who  T could  not  recognise,  drove  this  ear  up  the  romp  to  Main  Street  exit,  T 
wee  baeklng,  Capt.  Frita'e  oar  in  front  of  the  Jell  office,  end  was  having 
trouble  getting  through  tho  news  reporter#  that  had  Jammed  the  ramp  driveway. 
While  I was  baeklng  up,  I wan  turnad  around  In  the  aeat  looking  back  to  keep 
from  running  over  tho  reporter*.  Capt.  Frit#  came  out  of  the  Jell  door, 
followed  by  Cat.  J.  B.  Leave lie  handcuffed  to  Oswald,  fat.  L.  C.  Crave e 
was  to  Oswald's  left.  They  were  walking  to  tho  oar  while  I wee  still  moving 
the  ear  back.  Capt.  Frits  opened  the  right  reer  door  of  the  car  I was  driving, 
and  T noticed  a man  move  quickly  across  the  right  rear  of  the  ear.  Thie  men 
moved  to  Oswald  and  abet.  I recognised  this  am  aa  Jack  Ruby,  a man  X had 
eeen  a few  tinea  before  in  previon*  year#.  Whan  Ruby  ehot,  Eat.  drawee  grabbed 
tbe  pistol  Roby  had  in  hi*  hand.  The  crowd  of  reporters  closed  in  with  the 
police  officers,  and  X Jumped  out  of  tbe  eer,  and  want  Into  the  Jail  office. 
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The  officer*  had  Poky,  and  Cat.  heavella  was  bain*  unhendeuffad  fro*  Oswald. 
Cspi.  Frit*  dlractad  n*  to  return  to  tbs  basement  and  hay#  the  Supervisor 
Offlaar  to  obtain  the  names  of  everyo-s  in  the  basement.  I want  to  Cept.  C.  K. 
Talbart  and  gave  bin  Gapt.  Frit*' a message.  I than  moved  Capt.  Frlt»'B  ear 
out  of  the  drl  - away  v'ere  the  ambulance  could  set  to  the  .1*11  office.  When 
the  ambulance  came,  T rode  lr  tba  adbvilanoe  with  Oswald  to  Portland  Hospital. 

T stayed  at  Farmland  Hospital  until  Oswald  was  pronounced  daad.  Oat.  C.  V. 
Frown  and  I want  with  Oswald*  a body  to  the  morgue  vt-are  we  waited  until  Cr. 

Harl  Fosa  made  his  preliminary  pictures  of  the  body  prior  to  the  autopsy. 

T turned  oner  Oswald'*  clothing  to  Dr.  Karl  Hose,  and  returned  to  the  Homicide 
Office  in  the  City  Hell  sorrow* mate lv  5«30  rtf.  I stayed  In  the  Homicide 
Office  with  vr,  Stewart  and  wart  throe  f-  the  propartv  of  Oswald.  T made 
copies  of  letters  end  identification  free  Oswald'*  rtonertr  for  Hr.  Stewart. 

X also  made  copies  of  all  the  affidavits  that  had  been  taken  by  the  Womlcldo 
Office  and  Sheriff's  Office  for  Hr.  Sorrell*  of  the  Secret  ferric®.
